Note: The tapestry is one of a set of three tapestries formerly in the collection of 
Emanuel Boasberg of Buffalo, N. Y., which originally formed part of a set of twelve 
Months which according to Marillier (vide infra) is based upon a series originally woven 
by Gilles de Leyniers of Brussels from cartoons by Jerome de Potter. The series was ap- 
parently repeated several times by the English weavers, the most famous sets being those at 
Melbury, Ham House, and Buckingham Palace. 

The tapestry has been determined as coming from the workship of Stephen de May, a 
Mortlake craftsman who set up independently before 1700 and who was a member of a 
well-known family of weavers, and apparently belongs to the series formerly in the pos- 
session of Viscount Astor, part of which was sold at Christie’s in 1921 and bore the Russell 
arms. These may be identified by the ivy-wreathed pillars which appear at the sides of the 
compositions. The identification of the months given by Marillier (vide infra, p. 65) is not 
correct, the present subject, for example, being identified by him as March. These little 
tapestries form an exceptionally charming series and are notably rich in coloring.
